Caput latum, juxta oculos impressione profunda instruc- 
tum, eommati transverse posito simili (v» ) grosse et sat 
. dense punctatum. Thorax latus brevisque, capita haud 
latior; lateribus anguste marginatis, antice rotundatis, basim 
versus valde angustatis et paulisper emarginatis; angulis 
anticis proiniuulis, posticis dentiformibus prominentibus; 
basi late bilobata; evidenter sed sparse punctatus. Elytra 
longitudine aequa capiti protlioraeique conjunctis, tborace 
latiora, apicein versus ampliata, punctis aliquot, fere baud 
conspicuis, irregulariter instructa.
